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EDITORIAL 


“Without a good top league in a 
country you have nothing.” 

The speaker was Alan Vest, that hardy coa- 
ching practitioner from West Adelaide via 
Newcastle, and he has a wealth of experience 
behind him to back his judgments. 

Vest was in New Zealand recently and com- 
mented that the NZ National League standards 
are at a sorry level. 

So, for those who think that everythin; 
revolves around the success of the national 
teams — think again. 

New Zealand went to the World Cup in 
Spain with the cream of their players; pulling 
them in from their own competition and from 
expatriates in the national league in Australia. 


Their experience to date bears a striking 
resemblance to those of Australia in 1974. 
After the triumphs of reaching the West Ger- 
man Finals there was a void. 


The State leagues made no significant prog- 
ress. Little was achieved until the Philips Soc- 
cer League was born and it had settled in for a 
few years. 


The PSL, for all its faults, has lifted standards 
remarkably, but some people tend to forget 
that against the background of rising transport 
costs and certain minuses, of which we inst- 
ance two simple examples: 


Competing in the final of the Philips Cup 
was altogether too much for Heidelberg and 
their gs four semi-final did not draw at 
Middle Park. And Sydney City, such worthy 
PSL champions, are at the bottom of the 
harbour when it comes to finding the way to 
build even a passable crowd to produce a 
match atmosphere. 


But there were a number of good crowds 
over the season, and the 1983 national league 
draw is out to the clubs for their approval. 

The League is chasing sponsorship — if not 
‘one sponsor then they are seeking a consor- 
tium arrangement. 

In Australia everyone naturally wants perfec- 
tion in Soccer arrangements. Realistically, the 
best we can expect is better club control and 
better management from the administration of 
the game on a year-to-year basis. 

There will be high and low points, but the 
main thing is that the code learns, steadily 
lifting standards of players, grounds, enter- 
tainment and promotion. Some appear to 
believe this is easy. Things must be done 
better, but it never will be just a piece of cake. 

The likelihood is that a divisional system will 
arrive to embrace Brisbane, Newcastle, Syd- 
ney, Canberra and Wollongong. Melbourne, 
Adelaide and soon Hobart will have to be sure 
that they can do the same. 

And a prize to whoever christened future 
State leagues as ‘Super State Leagues’. A catch- 
word is one thing — doing it properly is 
another. 

Short-sighted peck forget the younger 
eneration. Youth tends to think in terms of 
istricts and regions as well as in ethnic terms. 

Theirs is the future. If you think this observ- 
ation is wrong, talk to them on sport subjects 
generally and find out. 

There is nothing of course against the na- 
tional teams receiving their due place in the 
scheme of things. 

The right perspective, however, must teach 
that, as stated, without a good top league we 
have nothing. 

National coach Les Scheinflug points out 
that much of Australia’s success depends upon 
and increasingly professional core of coaches 
in the major clubs. 

And even that means we have to concen- 
trate on further building those vital club stan- 
dards.

John is now 
the best striker in Au- 
stralia. Just wait and see. 
The goals will come and 
come fast.” 

Thomson was right. 

Kosmina sent PSL goal- 
keepers 23 times into the 
back of the net to retrieve 
the ball — and that in- 
cluded a hat-trick on four 
‘occasions. 

Kosy made his debut for 
Australia in 1976 in 
Adelaide against the Italian 
touring team, Bologna. 

But since those days, 
Kosmina’s game has 
developed enormously.

Money does not buy 
titles. 

That's the lesson South 
Melbourne officials learned 
from this year's failure. 

Their investments, totalling 
more than $100,000, failed to 
snare the elusive champion 
ship title, and they had to be 
content with sixth position, 

“In terms of expectations, 
1982 was an unsuccessful sea- 
son,” said South Melbourne 
president Sam Papasavas, 

“We had finished second 
the previous year and were 
confident to win the cham- 
pionship in 1982. Unforesee- 
able evenis, however, forced 
us to abandon our plans for 
the title and at one stage fight 
for survival.” 

South Melbourne managed 
a triumphant entry to the sea- 
son with the acquisition of 
the Victorian Ampol Cup, a 
win which reinforced the be- 
lief that the team was ready to 
assume a starring role in the 
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In the off-season, South 
had recruited Kiwi star Grant 
Turner to team up with Kiwi 
colleague Steve Wooddin, 
who had joined South: the 
Previous year. 

Adelaide City centre-half 
David jones was a panic bu 
before the Ampol Cup final, 
because Steve Blair had failed 
to return on time from his 
trials with Celtic. 

Jones excelled in the Cup 
final, casting serious doubts 
over Blair's future with the 
club. 

Rothmans Medallist_and 
State League top scorer Char- 
lie Egan was South’s other 
signing. 

"The Sniffer’ was lured by 
South for a year to increase 
the scoring capacity of the 
forward-line. 

Egan defied the critics and

Meanwhile, Bannon’s 
vacancy was filled by Gerry 
Bennett, a highly-rated defen- 
der from State League club 
Green Gully Ajax. 

South, however, collapsed 
in the midfield. 

Even Margaritis experi- 
ment with Davidson failed, 
primarily because Davidson 
experienced a disastrous start 
to the season due to succes 
sive injuries. 

The weakness of the mid- 
field affected the rest of the 
team. 

This caused South to start 
slipping badly and the com- 


mittee to hit the panic button. 
To motivate his players, 
Margaritis suspended Steven- 


son, Shira, Evans and Lau- 
mets, promoting to the PSL 
members of South’s State 
League team.

Under pressure from the 
senior members of his squad 
and alarmed ine Mar- 
Baritis recalled Shirra, Steven- 
son and Evans in his last at- 
tempt to halt the slip of the 
team.. 

This reputation-damaging 
turn-about proved fruitless 
because the performances of 
the team did not improve. 

John Margaritis was 
crucified immediately after 
South's defeat by Marconi in 
Sydney (0-2). 

Sam Papasavas formalised 
his negotiations with Tommy 
vedi Fe The Doc’ tool 
charge for the game against 
Brisbane Lions. re : 

“As much as | do not like to 
release people in the middle 
of the season,” Papasavas 
says, “it became evident that 
John Margaritis could no 
longer work with the players 
for a variety of reasons. We 
asked him to work with Tom- 
my Docherty, but he de- 
lines 

Docherty's triumphant 
kick-off increased his popu- 
larity with the supporters and 
relaxed the minds of the com- 
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mittee, 

The Doc ruled South by 
fear. 

His decision to axe Steven- 
son, Shirra, Evans and 
Buljevic (for the second time 
in a few weeks), spurred the 
unproductive South Mel- 
bourne and performances im- 
proved. 

As well, the Doc recruited 
former Manchester City ap- 
prentice Karl Halford from 
State league club Frankston 
City, and he fitted perfectly 
into the weak midfield, 

Docherty's departure for 
England to bring his family to 
Australia did not hinder the 
performance of his players, 

ecause his assistant Mike 
Watson carried out his in- 
structions to the letter. 

Impressed by the sudden 
change, the Doc predicted a 
brilliant second round for the 
Gunners, reviving dead 
hopes for the acquisition of 
the championship title, 

Very rarely did Docherty 
field the same team, thus in- 
stilling fear in all of his 
players. 

In spite of the good per- 
formances under Docherty, 
South never threatened the 
leaders. 

There is no doubt in any- 
body's mind that Docherty 
lifted South from the 
doldrums. 

Had it not been for his 
unusual but productive, tac- 
ties, South might not have 
been able to recover. 
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
